CAPTAIN MEHRTEN DEAD.

Well-Known Honolulan Passes Away
After a Long Illness,

and Lorrin
Baldwin's,

Captain John A, Mehrten, for many
vears senjor captain of the police de-
partment and one of the best known
figures about Honolulu, died on Satur-
day morning of hemorrhage of the
lunga. Captain Mehrten had been fil
for some time, but his death came rath-
er unexpectedly for he had been getting
better scemingly till the crisis came,

Attorney Charles Creighton had sat
up with the eaptain the night before his
death and had left only a few hours be-
fore he passed away, the captain then
being much improved, apparently, and
in good spirits, A short time

which he never awoke.

Captain Mehrten came to the 1Isl-
ands from California about
three years ago. He was on the police

foree at the time of the revolution 0f|

1503 and was a prominent figure at that
period. He was one of the founders of
the Coyvne-Mehrten Furniture Com-
pany. He was universally popular, Of
late he had been living in the lane op-
posife the Chinese church on Emma
s:r».-i. He leaves a wife and several
children.
